Lawyers for gay 


couples rest case 


Lawyers for two same-sex couples challenging the con- 
stitutionality of California’s ban on same-sex marriage 
rested their case Monday after showing videotape of a 
simulcast in which supporters of the ban said gay mar- 
riage would lead to polygamy and bestiality. 

The footage was shown as an example of the work 
of San Diego pastor Jim Garlow, who helped organize 
evangelical Christian support for the Proposition 8 bal- 
lot measure in 2008. 

In one video rally led by Garlow, an unidentified 
pastor warned “the polygamists are waiting in the 
wings, because if aman can marry aman and awoman 
can marry a woman, the polygamists are going to use 
that exact same argument and they probably are 
going to win.” 

An unidentified woman later said “a man wanting to 
marry a horse, brothers and sisters, any combination 
would have to be allowed.” 

It appeared the lawyers were introducing the mate- 
rial to demonstrate the campaign for the ban appealed 
to religious-based, anti-gay bias to scare voters into sup- 
porting the measure. 

The trial is the first in a federal court to examine if 


states violate the U.S. Constitution by preventing same- 
sex couples from marrying. 

Proposition 8 sponsors objected to the video, saying 
the content of the simulcast was not controlled by cam- 
paign managers or leaders. 

However, Chief U.S. Judge Vaughn Walker allowed 
the material to be put into the record because the 
coalition of religious and conservative groups behind 
Proposition 8 paid for Garlow’s work. 

The lawyers for the plaintiffs rested their case after 
spending more than nine days presenting evidence on the 
meaning of marriage, the nature of sexual orientation and 
the role of religion in shaping attitudes about both. 

Prominent litigators Theodore Olson and David 
Boies asserted that Proposition 8 was a product of anti- 
gay bias without justification. 

Lawyers for Proposition 8 sponsors called their first 
witness, a Claremont College political scientist. 

Nicole Moss, another lawyer for those sponsors, said 
the defendants might call campaign manager Frank 
Schubert to the witness stand to dispute the inflam- 
matory messages on the videotape came from the 
campaign.

As part of the agency’s ongoing “If you 
see something, say something” campaign, 
anew sign on the CTA warns riders that 
they should inform the CTA if another 
rider is taking “excessive” photographs on 
abus or train. But the CTA has not recent- 


ly changed its photography policy, CTA Twitter (@tracyswartz) 
spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney said. or Facebook (facebook. 
“The ‘excessive photography language com/tracyswartz). 


was included as a bullet because the staff 
working on the campaign was trying to 
summarize the types of things that would 
raise questions from a security perspective,” Gaffney said in an e-mail 

to “GP” “Obviously, photography in and of itself is not suspicious, but if 
someone were spending an excessive amount of time taking photos of 
operations or equipment—which could be construed as surveillance— 
security would want to check it out.” 


Under CTA rules: 

» The public is allowed to use hand-held cameras to photograph and 
videotape within public areas of CTA stations and buses for personal, non- 
commercial use. 


» Large cameras, photo or video equipment, or other equipment such 
as lighting, tripods and cables aren't allowed, except in instances where 
commercial and professional photographers entered into contractual 
agreements with CTA. 


» All photographers and videographers are prohibited from entering, 
photographing or videotaping non-public areas of the CTA.

From space heaters to candles 
to electric blankets, your home 
might have a host of hazards

But Anthony might want 
to beware of her “boyfriend,” 
especially falling asleep with it 
plugged in, according to some local fire prevention spe- 
cialists and a safety expert who said the best way to use 
the blanket is to use it to warm the bed and turn it off 
before going to bed. 

Electric blankets rank high on the list with space heat- 
ers and fireplaces as one of the top heat-related risks fac- 
ing Chicagoans this winter. Fire officials believe a space 
heater may have been the cause for a fire Sunday on the 
South Side that killed a man. At least two other local 
fires—one of them fatal—were linked this month to 
space heaters, according to news reports. 

Improper use of such devices seems to be increasing 
as Chicagoans try to save money on their heating bills 
amid a down economy, according to experts. December, 
January and February are the leading months for home 
fires with the majority of those fires caused by heat- 
ing devices, according to John Drengenberg, director 
of consumer safety for Underwriters Laboratories, a 
Northbrook-based independent product safety certifi- 
cation organization. 

With that in mind, here’s a look at the greatest fire 
risks found at home. Are you a violator?

According to the heat ordinance on the city’s 
Web site, from Sept. 15 through June 1, landlords 
are required to provide heat to a minimum of 

68 degrees between 8:30 a.m. and 10:30 p.m. 
The temperature is required to be at 66 degrees 
between 10:30 p.m. and 8:30 a.m. Dial 311 to reach 
the city’s call center with any questions. 
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Space heaters 

There is nothing inherently wrong with 
space heaters, particularly those built 
within the last decade, safety experts said. 
The problem is with the way some people 
use them, Chief Joe Roccasalva of the 
Chicago Fire Department said. “People 
need to follow the instructions with the 
package,” he said. 

“The device should always be 36 inches 
away from anything combustible, like 
draperies, bedding, couches or tables.” 

It’s easy to remember as the 3-feet-from- 
the-heat rule, Drengenberg said. “If you live 
in acondo or apartment and the landlord is 
stingy with the heat, you might be tempted 
to get a space heater and pull it right up to 
your bed to keep you warm,” he said. “It is 
too easy to ignite sheets and blankets.” 

Though most models offer safety 
functions, including shut-off switches that 
are tripped if the device is tipped over, 
Drengenberg is alarmed by the prospect of 
customers purchasing older, and possibly 
inadequately tested, space heaters from 
discount outlets. “Consumers need to 
really be careful and make sure that the 
device has been tested,” he said. “Looking 
for a [Underwriters Laboratories] mark is 
a good first step. Also take a look at the 
cabinet or enclosure to make sure it isn’t 
broken in places because that’s not only a 
fire hazard, but an electric shock hazard.” 


Open oven 

Local fire officials are 
seeing some evidence of 
residents trying to save 
on their heating bill by 
using their ovens as a 
heat source. Typically, 
people are turning their 
burners on or setting 
their ovens on “broil” and 
leaving the door open 
for an extended amount 
of time, Roccasalva said. 
“This is not a good idea,” 
he said. “Not only could 
you cause a fire, you are 
opening yourself up to 
carbon monoxide build- 
up in your house.” 

The odorless, colorless 
gas can build up in 

your body, but the only 
warning might be flulike 
symptoms that are easily 
ignored, Roccasalva 
said. “You experience 
nausea, dull headaches 
and feel flush,” he said 
of the signs. “You may 
end up going to sleep to 
feel better and slip into 
a coma. You might not 
wake up.” 


Does your apartment have a working smoke detector? 


Detection is a critical part of prevention when it comes 

to fires, according to Chicago Fire Department Chief 

Joe Roccasalva. That philosophy is inherent in the city’s 
department of buildings requirement for residential 
buildings to have at least one working smoke detector 

in each apartment or unit, as well as in the top level of an 
enclosed front or rear stairwell in a multi-unit building, 
according to city municipal code. Violators can be caught 


Candles 

Candles are another growing 

problem for firefighters, according 

to Roccasalva, who notes that the 
popularity of scented candles may 

have contributed to an increase in fires 
during the past five to 10 years. 

“Do not leave a candle unattended,” 
Roccasalva said. Many people don't realize 
the risk a candle could be blown over, 
pushed over or otherwise moved even if 
left in a room for mere minutes. 

Nobody needs to tell that to Tomas Rojas, 
a South Sider who said he lost nearly all his 
material possessions three years ago in a fire that 


started with a scented candle. Rojas, 40, said he and his former wife shared a home in 
Atlanta and often burned an orange-vanilla variety. That is, until one day. Rojas said his 
wife took the couple’s dogs outside and left that candle burning unattended on a bar. 
“We lost everything,” Rojas said of the material damage to the $180,000 house that 
went up in smoke. “I almost lost my mind when | got the word our house was on fire, 


but | was relieved my dogs were safe.” 


Rojas, who has since moved back to Chicago, said the incident changed the way he 


looks at candles, though he still uses them. 


“| prefer the candle warmers or a glass container tall enough that the flame doesn't 
come out of it,” Rojas said, adding that he leaves the room but doesn't go too far, 


particularly not another part of the house when a candle is flickering.

“I got an 
amazing response, not just congratulatory, but ‘Yes, I’m checking 
my fire extinguisher now.’ ”

Robbery 


survives scuff

A 22-year-old woman whose purse was snatched Sunday near the 
University of Illinois at Chicago says she chased after the robbers 
and was dragged half a block by their car—a decision she calls 
“really crazy” in retrospect. 

Kendra Coffey said she suffered scratches but was not badly 
injured. 

As for the suspects, UIC police said they were in custody. 

Coffey said she was wearing headphones near her apartment at 
the corner of Racine Avenue and Roosevelt Road on Sunday after- 
noon when a man tried to take her purse. 

She said she put up a fight and the man told her he had a gun, 
but Coffey said “it looked like a piece of wood painted black.” 
Coffey said the man got her purse and entered a car driven by 
another man. She said she chased after them and even tried to 
get into the car. 

“I was half in, half out,” she said. “They were dragging me about

half a block.” 

She said all the commotion caused such a scene that five to seven 
witnesses gave statements to the police. They told police they saw 
Coffey being dragged by the car, sources said. 

“Thinking back, a part of me was like, ‘that was really crazy,” 
she said. 

Coffey said she had only a moment to think before she chased 
after the purse snatcher. She added that she wished she hadn’t worn 
headphones and believes that’s why the suspects targeted her. 

UIC spokesman Bill Burton said the suspects may have robbed 
another woman earlier that day in the 1900 block of West Taylor 
Street. 

Burton said police don’t advise chasing after muggers. 

“UIC police strongly recommend complying with an offender 
whose intent appears to be property or valuables,” he said. “UIC 
police recommend resisting a demand to enter a vehicle with an 
offender who appears bent on violence.” 
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Flight returns

Most people use Facebook to find old friends, market a business, enact a make- 
believe mafia war or to share news big and small—the birth of a child or the long 
wait at Starbucks. 
iS But researchers say there’s another powerful 
use for it and other social-networking systems: 
They can help you lose weight. 

That’s one idea professor James Fowler of the 
University of California-San Diego explores in his 
“=. book with Nicholas A. Christakis: “Connected: The 

Surprising Power of Our Social Networks and How 
3 They Shape Our Lives.” 

“You cant {keep fitness goals} alone,” Fowler said. 
“You might think you can, but it’s really very hard to try to 
make any kind of change without getting your friends and 
family involved. What online social networks help you do 
is to communicate with your friends and loved ones about 

the changes you would like to make.” 

Tracy Besek, a photographer from Dearborn, Mich., and mother of two, hopes 
Facebook can give her a boost. Her weight loss began last summer when she decided 
it was time to shed the 90 pounds she gained during her pregnancies. She started 
cardio tennis classes and posted her goals on Facebook. 

Soon the 36-year-old was having frequent conversations with online friends who 
also were trying to get fit. 

“We'd leave each other encouraging messages on our walls,” Besek said. Two 
months ago, she started a private group and invited 15 of her friends. There, they 
chat, share advice, recount workouts and cheerlead each other. 

“Tt’s helped keep me motivated because I felt I was getting support outside,” 

said Besek, who has lost 30 pounds since summer. “I don’t want to let 
them down.” 
Twitter also can work, especially if your 
followers include people you really 
know. Your messages about fitness, 
submitted in 140 characters, can 
have a powerful ripple effect. 

“Tf you get healthier because 
you start exercising, this will have 
a positive effect on your friends,
